- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action)

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The modification of Spitzley with Sano was deemed unobvious 
because the Sano reference would destroy the intent and function of Spitzley. Specifically, Spitzley discloses that a 
main element of the invention is to provide a large area arcuate bearing interface between the outside of the pin and 
the inner arcuate surface of pivot member 36 (col.5, In. 25-47). Sano was used as a teaching to use flat surfaces rather 
than a large bearing surface. To decrese the bearing surface of Spitzley would destroy the intent and function of the 
invention. A withdrawal of finality will be sent in the next detailed action after applicant's response. 
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
